4. After hearing arguments from my patent attorney attempting to overcome the 
rejections, Mr. Picard, looking directly at, and addressing me, stated words to the 
effect that "because this application is potentially worth a lot of money, it would be 
given 'extra scrutiny' before they would allow it to issue to me."
